rPHB foreign shipping trust holds the keys to the gates of the Uni- 


ted States. 
It permits a limited Ingress of extortionate freight tolls. 


But, 
In effect, It maintains a partial blockade of American ports. 


This condition of affairs has come upon us through the virtual ef- 


faccment of our deep sea merchant service—its reduction to less 
than a dozen ships. 


We have not realized our situation because It Is due, to a fact un- 


precedented in the history of commerce—a fact not treated in the -' 
classic books of political economy, and as yet little understood by 


public men. 


The fact that we have failed to take account of is the justifica- 


tion of foreign shipping corporations In their relation to American 
trade. 


We are compelled, on penalty of commercial slavery, to restore 


American competition in the over-sea transportation business. 


Those who honestly do not yet see the necessity of rebuilding 


our merchant marine at all costs are blind to the principal fact In the 
case—the new and unprecedented fact of corporate trustification ap- 


iplied to the creation of a foreign shipping monopoly. 


They continue to use arguments that once had meaning, but 


that lost their bearing upon the subject in the last century. 


They continue to assume that if there no American ships to car- 


ry American goods, other ships will stand ready to do it at a fair 


competitive price. 
•* 


They fail to see that our ports are blockaded by a rigid foreign 


monopoly. 


That this maritime transportation monopoly is to our -foreign 


commerce what the railroad monopoly would be to our internal com- 
merce, if there were no Interstate Commerce Commission or other 
powers in the government to limit its exactions. 


The foreign shipping trust Is a kind of usurping government of 


the seas. 


Its frontiers coincide with all our eoasts. It refuses 
to ac- 


knowledge even the thr^ee mile limit. 


Its outputs hold the offing in all our harbors. 
Without forts or men-of-war, without custom houses or reven- 


ue cutters, It maintains everywhere an effectual blockade, and al- 
lows no bulk or bale of American goods to pass to or from the long 
trails of the ocean without paying tribute to its sinister authority. 


Its tariff is -superimposed upon our tariff. 
It wrings revenues from our trade—to he poured into foreign 


coffers. 


It taxes Americans to support foreign states. 


, 
(This crushing and hurqiliating power lords it over us simply be- 


cause we are feeble and foolish enough'to depend upon foreigners for 
the maintenance of our relations with the outer world. 


We had fathers who built ships and sailed them. But we have 


. forgotten how. 


We have grown Insular and provincial—and. we go abroad only 


when we are ,tlred. 


That Is why the foreign taxgatherers are taking their easy and 


contemptuous tribute at our sea gates. 


What better business will the next Congress 
have 
than
